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REFUSE TO BE TRAPPED, 


THE IRISH MEMBERS AND THE PARNELL 
INQUIRY COMMISSION. 


An Explanation by the Irish Leader—Im- 
portant Decision in the Edison Electric 
Light Patent Case—The White Pasha— 
Empress Victoria RKeorganizing Her 
Coart—Russia and the German 
—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, July 17.—The proceedings in the 
Commons yesterday were of an exciting 
character. The opening partof the sitting 
was extremely dull forthe whole House. The 
time of the Imperial Parliament was occypied 
in discussing the details of the Ballina & 
Killala Railway and barbor bill. At this time 
the benches were almost empty, but after- 
wards, while the Ministers were being 
catechised, members flocked in in anticipa- 
tion of a question dy Parnell respecting the 
commission inquiry. Coming in while ques- 
tions were in progress, Mr. Parnell 
advanced to the table and held 
a brief consultation with the clerk. Then 
he proceeded to the seat he usually occupies 
below the opposition gangway and sat be- 
side Jacob Bright and Wilfried Lawson. Jus- 
tin McCarthy, after several ineffectual at - 
tempts to catch the Speaker’seye, rose in a 
state of evident excitement, asking why the 
Government placed the bill appointing the 
commission last on the orders, so that it was 
almost impossible that it could be discussed. 
He was eo flurried that he stated that the bill 
was placed after the thirty-first order, 
there being, as a fact, sixty-eight orders on 
the paper, No, 31 being simply at the bottom 
of the first page. Smith’s answers are admit- 
ted to have been vague and contradictory. It 
is quite clear, however, thatthe Government 
want to induce the Nationalists to accept 
proposed commission without divulging the 
names of the judges appointed. It was ru- 
mored that the judges would be Bowen, Smith 
and Kay. Noneof thesethree ever take an 
active part in politics, but the Nationalists de- 
cline, as they say, to walk into what may be a 
trap. 

PARNELL EXPLAINS. 

For the first time, perhaps, in his life Par- 
nell has had to write to the papers to explain 
away something he said in the heat of debate. 
He protests that in talking of accepting as a 
sheep’’ the judgment of ‘‘the butcher’’ he had 
not the remotest intention of implying a re- 
flection on the bench of judges. Opinions are 
divided on the Speaker’s ruling last night, by 
which Parnell was unable to move an 
adjournment of the House. Oertainly no pre- 
cedent was adduced. Discussions respecting 
priority of business are always treated quite 
distinet from discussions of the merits of any 
cular measure. The state of the warfgre 
“the Speaker and the Irish members 
was indicated later when Tanner called to the 
Speaker to speak up. The House was awe- 
stricken andthe Speaker was highly indig- 
nant, but no serious notice was taken of the 
member’s audacity. 

AN IMPORTANT PATENT DECISION. 

Before a court crowded with scientific celeb- 
rities Judge Kay yesterday delivered judg- 
ment respecting the validity of the Edison- 
Swan United Companies’ incandescent light- 
ing patents, which were successfully up- 
held last June in the Court of Appeals in 
another case. Additional evidence was pro- 
duced, with the result that Judge Kay, in an 
elaborate judgment, has deciared against 
the validity of Edison’s patent of 1879. The 
other patent owned by the company, the 
Chesebrough patent of 1878, is declared valid. 
The net resuit of the jadgment is that anybody 
in England can make incandescent lamps, but 
cannot use the Chesebrough system, giving a 
uniformity in sectional area to the carbon 
filament. The decision has made quite a 
sensation.

Speaking to a reporter regarding yesterday’s 
conference with the representatives of the 
Engineers’ and Firemen’s Brotherhoods, 
General Freight Agent Morton said to a re- 
porter that, while the railroad people are de- 
sirous that the strike should be declared off 
by the Brotherhood, yet they have no intén- 
tion of compromising any of the 8 
criminal suits, nor could the f they 
would. Proceedings have been gun and 
they must take their course. Nothing was said 
or done at the conference to justify the belief 
that there will be any compromise which will 
release any one now under arrest. On the 
contrary another man will be arrested at 
Galesburg to-day, the last one aganist whom 
the company has strong evidence. All that 
the company will do if the strike is declared 
off,’’ added Mr. Morton, ‘‘is to take back -all 
the Brotherhood men it consistently can—men 
who have taken no violent part in the 
troubles. There is probably room for 150. 
There will soon be another conference at 
which a final a reement may be reached. 

CHIEF ARTHUR TALKS. 

Chief Arthur this morning said, in the 
course of conversation, that he would not and 
did not countenance any violence whatever on 
the part of members of the Brotherhood 
against the Burlington road. Continuing, he 
remarked: I am very sorry to think that any 
member of our order has done an 
overt act. I do not know as itt 
whether the strike will be declared offor not.’’

A “CORNER” IN POLITICS. 

The effort of the Francis organs to bull- 
doze the anti-Francis Democrats with the 
ery that Gov. MOREHOUSE is constitution- 
ally ineligible andthat Judge Norton can- 
not accept a freely tendered and unsought 
nomination, is suggestive of panic in the 
Francis camp. 

Starting out with the assumption, not 

warranted by the State Constitution, that 
„the Governor of Missouri, under the 
“Constitution, cannot be his own suc- 
„essor,“ they claim that if MORE- 
HOUSE is not Lieutenant and acting 
Governor de jure and de facto, it fol- 
lows that he ia ineligible to suc- 
ceed himself. But the Constitution 
purposely and carefully omits any 
provision disqualifying the Governor 
to succeed himself, when he can succeed 
himself without ‘‘re-election’’ to the of- 
fice. The Constitution simply says: “And 
“the Governor and State Treasurer shall be 
“ineligible to re-election as their own suc- 
“cessors.’’ Of course they must be elected 
to those offices before they can be re- 
elected, and as Gov. MOREHOUSE is Gov- 
ernor by constitutional succession and not 
by election it follows that his election to 
succeed himself would not be a ‘‘re-elec- 
tion.“ The language used in the Consti- 
tution was carefully chosen to permit 
either a State Treasurer or Governor fill- 
ing out an unexpired term, to which 
another had been elected, to succeed him- 
self if the people chose to elect him. 
The assertion that Judge NoORTON’sS 
refusal to seek the nomination has placed 
him in such a position that he cannot ac- 
cept a spontaneous and unsought nomina- 
tion is worthy of notice merely because it 
is an awkward blow which, aimed at Nor- 
TON only, strikes President CLEVELAND 
and Mayor FrANCIs both full in the face. 
President CLEVELAND is on record as 
favoring an amendment disqualifying the 
President for election to two terms in suc- 
cession, and it was the boast of his friends 
that he would accept only a spontaneous, 
unanimous and unsought nomination fora 
second term.

While more than half of the total exports of 
Great Britain and one-fourth of the exports of 
Germany and France consist of textile goods, 
the exports of textiles from the United States 
do not amount to quite 2 per cent of the coun- 
try’s entire exports. Of the $15,000,000 of tex- 
tile fabrics exported from the United States 
nearly the whole consists of cotton goods, the 
raw material of which cannot be reached by 
the tariff. With the means of production af- 
forded by labor-saving machinery the mills in 
existencein the United States could manufact- 
ure in nine months, or less, enough textile 
goods to supply the home market for a year. 
In this situation, with the foreign markets cut 
off by duties on raw materials, there is no 
alternative but to close a portion of the mills 
of this country and turn workingmen out of 
employment until the home demand sball 
again overtake the supply. With the free raw 
materials of wool, hemp, flax, jute and ramie 
Great Britain, France and Germany are able to 
avall themselves of the world’s markets, 
which are closed against American manu- 
facturers by the policy of their tariff.

INTO THEIR HANDS. 


WHY THE CENTRAL COMMITTEEMEN WANT 
TO RUN THE MACHINE. 


Opposing Candidates Will Not Be Given 
Representation at the Primaries—Iit 
Weuld Be a Bad Precedent for the City 
Primaries, at Which the Committeemen 
Must Leck After Interests More lmport- 
ant to Themselves—A Plan Suggested to 
Unseat the Machine“ Delegations at 
Jefferson City—A Morechouse-Claiborne 
„ Combine““— The Hendricks Association 
--Political Notes. 


The question in the minds of the gubernato - 
rial candidates now is what treatment they 
will receive at the hands of the St, Louis Cen- 
tral Committeemen. It is pretty well under- 
stood between the friends of the Mayor 
in the committee that the candidates 
will not be given representation 
at the- polls. The committeemen will select 
the judges. As the Mayor has a majority in 
the committee he will gapture a majority of 
the ward delegations under this arrangement. 
The situation is explained as follows: At the 
next Uity Convention the new Central Com- 
mittee will be selected, and for this reason the 


present body cannot afford to estab- 
lish the precedent of giving all 
the parties in interest representation, 


no matter how fair such conduct may be. The 
committeemen are selected by the delegates 
to the City Convention, who also have the 
making of the city ticket. While the commit- 
teemen can control the election of these dele- 
gates by having none but their own men in 
the polls on primary days, they are not will- 
ing to take their chances against the 
opposition in the ward. This is where the 
power of the committeeman lies. Mayor 
Francis now bas a majority of the committee 
with him, and, while apparently serving him 
35 REFUSING REPRESENTATION 

to the contesting candidates, they are serving 


their own interests. If Claiborne, Glover 
and Morehouse are denied repre- 
sentation the Mayor will easily carry 
twenty of the twenty-elght wards. 


If these candidates are given a judge it is 
claimed that Glover will get fifteen wards, 
Claiborne five and Francis eight, with possible 
losses to Morehouse. 

The Central Committee find themselves able 
to accomplish their own ends and at the same 
time serve the Mayor, who for that service 
will” have to shoulder all the blame 
of unfair deal. What the committemen 
would do if Mavor Francis asked them to give 
all candidates 1 at the polls is not 
given out. All the candidates say that if they 
are denied representation and a square deal 
at the polls they will charge it to the account 
ofthe Mayor. 

HOW TO DEFEAT THE PLAN: 

To-night the bill authorizing the Commis- 
missioner of Supplies to sell the surplus poll- 
books in the Recorder’s office will be signed 
in the Council, To-morrow it will be laid on 
the 1 desk for approval or veto. What - 
ever the action taken, it is p certain 
that the party machine will not have the 
use of the books for tne 2 
The Recorder refuses to discusg his bable 
action under the proposed law, but it is con- 
fidently believed that he will refuse 2 
up the books. The Central Committee will be 
compelled to hold its primaries without any 
books or with the old books of 1886, tendered 
by the School Board. In this connection the 
Recorder has been asked if it is not 
his duty to furnish books to the 
opposition under the conditions offered to the 
City Central Committee. It is claimed, for 


instance, that in the First Ward, where 


there 
is a Claiborne Club, or in the case of the Hen 
dricks Club acting for all the wards, the can- 
didates can, through acontrolling committee 
order a primary independent of the action o 
the Democratic Committee and obtain the use 
ot the books.

Primary elections, how ordered—All 
elections hereafter to be holden by any voluntary 
political association or party, in counties having over 
one hundred thousand inhabitants,for any delegates 
or managing committee, or for the nomination of 
candidates for public office, may be called or ordered 
by published notice, upon a vote of the — 
the county, city or tewnship central or controlling 
committee of such voluntary political association or 
party of the county, city or 4 maps § which may 
elect to accept the provisions of this act, which shall 
state the purpose, time, manner. conditions, to- 
gether with the place or 8 of holding such elec- 
tion; also, the authori by which the 
call or notice is published; and three persons 
be named therein to act as judges o 
said election, who are to supervise or preside at such 
poll where such election ts to be holden; and the said 
persons shall be legal voters of the township, pre- 
einet, ward or election district for which they ere 
named; said notice shall ikewise declare the qualifi- 
cations of thewersons to vote at such election, pro- 
vided that suc r qualifications shall 2 
8 wis those expressed in this act. {Laws 

Sec. 2. Notice, how given.—The notice required 
by section 1 of this act shall be published in some 
newspaper or newsps ral 
printed inthe district, ward, precinct, township 
clty or county for which the election is cailed, op 
shall be posted in at least three public places in the 
polling precinct of such election at least five 
prior thereto. (Laws 1875, p. 50, 62.)

FREE VS. TAXED WHISKY. 


CONFLICTING VIEWS OF DEMOCRATS ON 
r THE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 


— 


Why Many Democrats Favor Free Whisky— 
Abolition of the Tax Not Necessarily a 
Lowering of the Cost—Teachings of For- 
mer Reductions—Southern Farmers in 
Favor of Free Whisky—An Opposition 
View—What the Removal of Government 
Supervision Will Result In—Dangers At- 
tending Abolition of the Whisky Tax—Aa 
Old Distiller’s Experience, 


It is quite amusing to any one who knows 
the facts in the case,’’ sald Louis W. Bost- 
wick of Cincinnati to a PosT-DISPATOCH ro- 
porter at the Laclede Hotel, to hear the talk 
that is indulged in of the flood of intemperance 
which will pour over the country should the 
tax on whisky be removed. I wonder whether 
people who talk this way ever knew that the 
tax on whisky was ever reduced before? 
Whatever they may know, the fact remains 
that it was, and in a more considerable 
amount than it is proposed to do by the most 
advanced advocates of free whisky. 

RESULTS OF A FORMER REDUCTION. 

Some six or eight years ago, Ieannot exactly 
remember when, the internal revenue tax on 
spirits was reduced from $23 to 90 cents, the 
present rate, a reduction of $1.10, without 
turning the United States into a nation of 
drunkards. If this reduction went by without 
destructive results, I do not see how any sane 
man can believe that a reduction of 90 cents 
a gallon in the internal revenue 
tax will lead to a universal saturnalia, when a 
reduction of FI. 10 Jed not even to a lowering 
of the price of whisky as sold at retail in the 
least tashionable saloons. If any one will 
only reflect on the matter he will see that the 
tax on whisky forms but a small per- 
centage of its cost to the con- 
sumer. No whisky is ever sold, as it 


comes from the still, and no one but a moon- 
light distiller would ever drink it. Instead 
of the well-known red, the freshly distilled 
whisky is ot a clear or milky white and re- 
quires a great deal of treatment before it be- 
vomes warketable. It must be kept for from 
one to four years, stored in specially 
prepared warehouses, barreled in a 
particular way, and nandled and treated with 
great skill. is is an expensive process, and 
the middleman or manufacturer is very care- 
ful to arrange matters so that he loses nothing 
by theoperation. Then the retailer, who next 
takes it in hand, has heavy expenses to 
meet, In the first lace, he 
must pay rent, which or liquor 
houses is notoriously exorbitant. Then he 
has three licenses to pay, the United States, 
the State, und the coun or city. His 
saloon must be fitted up with some degree of 
attractiveness, his barkeepers must be paid, 
and an unusually large leeway must be al- 
lowed tor bad debts. When ail this is 
taken into consideration it will at 
once be seen that the cost of the liquor is the 
smallest item in the cost to the consumer, and 
that the price per drink will not be lowered 
more than lor 2 cents by the removal of the 
90 cent tax. 
THE FARMER’S VIEW. 


‘*Another feature of the proposed Re- 
publican abolishment of he tax on 
Whisky, Mr. Bostwick went on to 


say, ‘‘has not been touched upon at all, and 
that is the advantage which will accrue to 
thousands of small farmers from the abolition 
of the internal revenue tax. The mountains 
of East Tennessee and Southern — peg! & 
not to speak of large sections n 
Ohio an Indiana remote from rail- 
road communication, are filled with farms 
where corn can be raised, but from which It is 
entirely impossible to export it ata profit, on 
account of the incident expense. To my cer- 
tain knowledge these men have long felt that 
they labored under an artificial and un- 
just disadvantage in that the West. 
ern farmers were allowed by law 
to send their corn to market 
in the most profitable shape, while the 
revenue laws prevented them from selling it 
in the only way it could be sold, that is in the 
shape of whisky. Liquor could easily be sent 
to the railroads ata profit whenit would be 
impossible to ship corn. As to — | 
the latter, the prairie farmers occupie 
a commanding positien, but this advantage is 
more than offset by the fact that in the less 
fertile portions the supply of fuel is so abun- 
dant as to enable distilling to be carried on at 
a lower cost than is possible on the treeless 
plains. The Southern farmers ask that they be 
allowed to sell their product in the manner 
most profitable to themselves, and consider 
that much of the indigence and lack of enter- 
prise with which the South is taunted is due to 
the fact that they are the victims of laws, 
which, although universal in their appar- 
ent application, really keep down one section 
of the country at the expense ot others. As is 
well known, the rural districts are much more 
inclined to restrict and punish drunkenness 
than the urban, but in the South the fact is 
recognized that an abolition of the tax on 
whisky will have scarcely any influence on 
the retail price, while it will enable all farm- 
ers to enter the market on equal 
terms, and redeem |! sections oftbe South- 
ern community from the incubus under which 
it now rests. For this reason the free whisky 
plank, if Spperes by the Democrats, Will give 
many votes tothe Republicans, which, under 
no other circunmistances, could have been 
drawn trom the Democracy,and this issue may 
seriously imperil one or two Southern States. 
ANOTHEK VIEW OF THE MATTER. 
‘*‘While agreeing in a measure with what 
Mr. Bostwick has said,’’ remarked an old- 
time Democrat who wus standing near, I 
think he takes but a partial and imperfect 
view ot the situation. I am an old distiller 
myself and, although 1 theoretic- 
ally ef object to the use 
of 3 1 ractically consider it as 
the staff of life, if good. I know how things 
used to be run in the years preceding 1840, and 
am certain thatthe removal of the Govern- 
ment tax would not only immensely increase 
its consumption, but also correspondingly de- 
teriorate its quality. Under the present sys- 
tem the cost of the Government super- 
vision in all but the largest distilleries 
far exceeds the directtax. The resulg of this 
has been to concentrate the business in large 
establishments. Inspectors, gaugers, weigh- 
ers, watchmen, revenue officers anda host of 
other attaches must be paid, and no smal! es- 


tablishment can afford to do this. Then 
large, airy warehouses must be used 
to roperiy mature the whisky, the 


best barrels, carefully cleaned, are required 
and a thousand other expenses. No smal! 
farmer can do this, and consequently the 
trade has fallen into the hands of a few men, 
who have organized a trust for the yess of 
keeping up prices. As a Democrat 1 am con- 


stitutionally opposed to trusts, but the 
whisky trust is about the best of 
them. It insures two good things, 

It does not pay 


good liquor and good Pewee. 
them to handle poor liquor, and, of course, 
they want to keep up prices. This prevents 
whisky from doing very much damage among 
the poorer classes, where its ravages are 
greatest. Butif every farmer is permitted to 
make whisky where and how he pleases 
and sell it to any one the price will 
drop to cents a gallon, a positively poison- 
ous article will be furnished, every country 
lad can have his whisky jug, and an increase 
of drunkenness sufficient to appall the bravest 
will ensue. The great manufacturers can 
combine to keep up rates, but the small 
f cannot, and the consequence 
of removing Government supervision will be 
that a competition at once destructive to the 
producers and the consumer will set in, 
which willdo more than anything else to- 
ward transforming us into a nation of drunk- 
ards. No man who cares for morality, and 
who hasa clear view of the situation, can do 
otherwise than condemn free Whisky.

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EXPENSES OF RACING, 


The Enormgus Daily Exchange of Money 
About the New York Tracks. 


„Macon, writing from New York, says: 

As variety is the spice of life, suppose 1 tell 
you something about racing this week just by 
way of a change. 

Few people not directly concerned in the 
business of racing horses, for it is a business 
now as much as it is a sport, have any idea of 
ite magnitude or of its future, though public 


attention has been directed to it lately by the 
fact that a yearling colt, King Thomas, was 
sold in this city within the past two weeks for 
the extraordinary sum of $40,000. . 

There are four first-class racing associatio 
having their headquarters in this — 
Brook The American Jockey Club, which 
owns Jerome Park course; the Coney Isiand 
Club, whichowns the Sheepshead Bay course, 
the finest inthe world; the Brookiyn Jockey 
Club, which owns the Prospect Park race 
course, and the Monmouth Park Racing Asso- 
ciation, which owns the Monmouth Park race 
course. Besides these there are four lesser as- 
sOciations having race courses at Brighton 
Beach, Clifton and Guttenburg in New Jersey, 
and Yonkersin this State. By law racing is 
only permitted in this State between May and 
October, and hereafter in New Jersey it will 
only be allowed between April and November. 

The amount of money invested in these race 
courses with their necessary buildings is not 
far from $2,000,000, and one way or anotber 
they give employment during the racing sea - 
son to Over six hundred — oyes. * pay 
munificent salaries to their highest officials 
and since the Ives pool law and the New Jer- 
sey betting law went into effect the properties 
have all paid dividends equal to from 15 to 20 
per cent. 

The average attendance on the Dig race 
courses is about five thousand a day, though 
on special occasions, like the Brooklyn 
handicap, Decoration Day, the Suburban and 
the Fourth f July, the attendance runs up to 
twenty, thirty and forty thousand 32388 
Assuming, however, that 5,000 people is a fair 
average of the daily attendance, let us see 
what amount of money that represents. The 
cheapest price of transportation from 
New York to any one of these tracks 
and return is 50 cents. It costs a dol- 
lar to Monmouth Park, but 50 cents 
will do to figure on. That would give $2,500 a 
day for fares. The price of admission varies 
from $1 to $1.50, with extra prices for paddock 
privileges. That would be, atthe minimum 
price, $000 a day. It is safe to say that $1.00 
apiece is alow estimate for the refreshment 
expenses of each visitor. That would give 
S, more. Four-fifths of those who go to 
the races go for the purpose of betting on them. 
This is as true of the women as it is of the men, 
though, of course, the women do not gam- 
ble as heavily, 383 plenty of them think 
nothing of putting $100 on a single race. Many 
men bet hundreds and even thousands of dol- 
lars on a single race. On first-class tracks 
the lowest sum you can wageris $5. Assum- 
ing that but half of those who attend bet on 
each race, averaging their wages 
at $10 a we have „000. 
There are — en a day and that 
would make total betting each day 
$150,000. This sum, I venture to say, is not 
halt of what daily changes hands on any of 
the Dig tracks, but I want to keep within the 
bounds. Here we have represented daily a 
changing of bands of money which aggregates 
$170,000. Say there are 210 racing days in each 
season, and the sum total of the money 
thus expended and gambied amounts 
to the enormous sum of $35,700,000. These 
figures do not include the cost of the 
races, the salaries paid the jockeys, trainers, 
stable attendants, feed, etc., though perhaps 
they do, asthe associations have to pay their 
expenses and prizes out of them, and horse 
owners look for their profits in the betting 
ring. Take them, however, asthe maximum 
of money spent in racing, and it represents an 
amount of money greatly in excess of that 
which really changes hands in the same time 
te ay the instrumentality of the New York 
Stock Exchange.
